marks, ‘this progrim was submitted to Lt Col Pavlov (fou) of the Soviet 
Control Commission Transport Division on 15 March Ly50, dhe funds re- 
quired were approved b. daryakin (inu;, chief of tae Finaneisl vivision 
of the Soviet Yontrol Vommission.

Most of these 
bridges have since been reosired, at Least temporarily, nowever, 
Srandenburg is stiil behind the other provinces of the Soviet cone in 
bridge repair, The bottleneck in the repair of bridges in the entire 
#one is the shortage of girders, round steel, plates, small fittings 
such as strexs and bolts, cesent and timber. This stituation is Slowing
